ST. Loris, June 15.—The president 


makers awoke today to a dreary drizzle of 
rain which fell like a wet blanket over the 
gaudy street i lecorations. No brass bands 
were in evidence nor any marching, dele- 
gations arriving this morning remaining 
on the train;i or taking the street cars. 
The leaders were late in putting in an 
appearance. 


The day is one of 
platform agita- 


tions. A three cornered fight has drawn 
the lines sharply. Men from the East 
who demand gold in the platform are 
very determined and men like Lodge, 
Platt and other opponents of McKinley 
seem to feel they are placing McKinley in 
hole by insisting upon an emphatic 
gold 


declaration. 


The program is to force the fight in the 


resolutions committee, and if it cannot 
win there to carry it to the convention. 
Lodge Reed's manager is to lead fight for 
a gold declaration. If not granted the 
Reed men have hopes that the refusal 
will solidify the gold vote on Reed. The 
fact that so many McKinley men favor 
gold gives rise to hopes that the cold men 
will be successful. It has been the effort 
of McKinley 'c friends to avoid a fight on 
the floor of the convention between the 
single standard and the free coinage fac- 
tions. 


The Massachusetts delegation are thor- 


oughly alive and are showing much spirit 
in their work for Reed and in their de- 
mands for a strong gold utterance in the 
platform. A n early stroke of enterprise 
was seen this morning at the Massachu- 
setts parlors where colored men were 
pasting posters of an aggressive yellow 
hue on which red letters announced "We 
are for gold." The Massachusetts men in- 
tend to placard the whole town with these 
posters. 
_ 


At McKinley headquarters there was 


more of a jam today than heretofore but 
110 change in the claims of Grosvenor, 
Hahn and Thompson who do the tabulat- 
ing. L'nless there is some break from the 
opposition McKinley's vote will not ex- 
ceed 040 out of 018 on the estimate of his 
managers. 


The withdrawal of Bradley of Kentucky 


has been anticipated. Bradley and the 
Kentucky delegates arrived today. There 
have been reports about strained relations 
between Bradley and Ilanna but it is 
reported they had a friendly informal 
meeting today and the Kentucky vote is 
counted in the McKinley column by the 
latter's managers. 
Hanna during the 


forenoon received the Southern delegates. 


There were nosecret conferences today 


but representatives from most states call- 
ed before the state delegations met for 
organization and reported how they stood. 
After the meeting of the Ohio delegation 
a thorough system of missionary work in 
making friendly calls on other delegations 
will be begun. Foraker and Hanna re- 
port no chanje in Ohio preferences in re- 
gard to the financial plank. 


There has been a drift towards a mod- 


erate expression in favor of gold. Sen- 
ator Lodge, n ho has drafted a gold decla- 
ration and secured its endorsement by 
representatives of a number of states, has 
been pressing his plank with a great deal 
of persistent y and irritated some who 
prefer a milder declaration. 


Gen. Grosvenor, Ohio, said this morn- 


ing "We know a great effort is being 
made to force a certain form of declara- 
tion. The probabilities are no one will 
know what t he financial plank will be un- 
til the resolutions committee reports. 
The fight may be carried into convention 
but tlie plank will be what we want and 
that is all there is to it." 


The silver men at first were disposed to 


aid tho u!ti i gold men to secure the 
straiglitest kind of a declaration but indi- 
cations now show the enthusiasm to be 
waning. It seems doubtful this morning 
how the silver men will work but the dis- 
position seems to be toward moderation. 


The New York delegation have practi- 


cally given up hope of obtaining Morton's 
consent to permit his name to be used as 
candidate for Vice President, but will urge 
it upon him if McKinley is nominated. In 
the meantime rum'or is busy with the 
name of J. Sloat Fassett. He is favorably 
received by westerners. It is claimed he 
could obtain 60 of the New York votes. 


The McKinley people have busied them- 


selves with the names of Depew and 
Warner Miller. Depew would be accept- 
able to both factions but Miller would not. 
It is generally conceded that the second 
place should go to the East. 


The National committee by a vote of 31 


to 4 have decided it is inexpedient for the 
committee to make any recommendation 
to the convention fora change of basis of 
representation. 


In a meeting of the New York delega- 


tion this noon Warner Miller moved to 
substitute Depew for Flatt as chairman of 
the delegation. 
A row was precipitated 


and Quiggy vigorously attacked Miller. 


Frederick Gibbs in making a motion to 


adjourn characterized Miller as "Chronic 
kicker," "Washer of dirty linen" and 
"Political outcast." 
Miller was not 


allowed to respond to these attacks and a 
recess was taken until 3 o'clock. Miller 
will obtain about ten votes for his motion. 


Miller went immediately to Hannas' 


room. It is thought that Miller's move is 
toward the nomination of Depew for vice 
president and that the Ohio people arc 
willing to assist him. 


There was a very lively scene in Hanna's 


room this morning when Senator Lodge 
called to discuns the financial plank. 
Lodge in his forceful way announced his 
purpose of having a gold plank or the 
overthrow of Hanna's plans. Hanna pro- 
ceded to notify Lodge in no uncertain 
way that he could not .be forced and he 
could not talk with Lodge on tlie subject. 
"If you own this convention Mr. Lodge," 
he said, "Go on and run it your own way, 
I shall not talk with you," and Lodge left 
the room. 


Platt admitted this morning that the 


issue which New York, is now fighting is 
gold instead of Morton. Platt had rep- 
resentatives in all quarters today and his 
callers were numerous. 


Senator Lodge who is managing the 


Reed campaign with great vigor called 
upon Platt and said he had been practi- 
cally notified by the Hanna (people that 
he would not be allowed to dictate any 
terms of the platform. Platt smiled and 
said, "Well, maybe we'll change that 
attitude before the day is over." 


The Massachusetts delegation have se- 


lected the following committee: Member 
of the National committee, Goo. Lyman; 
upon a resolution offered by Senator 
Lodge; Vice Presidents, Curtis Guild; Cre- 
dentials, Jesse M. Gore; permanent or- 
ganization, R. R. Harris; Rules, W. M. 
Butler; to notify the Presidential nomi- 
nee, M. V. B. Jefferson; to notify the Vice 
President candidate W. J. Hale. 


A private dispatch from Senator Lodg e 


says the money plank will stand for gold; 
there will be no equivocation or evasion. 
If it is taken out it will be by a direct vote 
of the Convention. This would indicate 
that Plait's prophecy above has been 
already realized.

COMMUNITIES GREATLY EXCITED. 


Two Little Girls Attacked While Picking 


Strawberries. A Woman Assailed on a 


Lonely Road In Cheshire. Authori- 


ties Scouring the Country. 


About 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 


Florence and Bertha, the thirteen and 
twelve-year-old daughters of George 
Johnson of Fisk street were picking 
straw-berries in the field across from Lan- 
sing Burdick's farm on West road, when 
they were startled by an unknown man 
man who ran from out the bushes and 
yelled at them. The children . started to 
run but the man caught Florence, the 
elder, and assaulted her fiendishly. She 
struggled and her younger sister fought 
with all her strength against the burly 
assailant, both screaming loudly all the 
time. 


Mr. Burdick, whose house is close by 


heard their shrieks and hastened to help 
them arriving just in time, for had he de- 
layed another minute the brute's fiendish 
purpose would have been accomplished. 
The tramp, as the fellow was supposed to 
be, ran and Mr. Burdick who is quite an 
old man pursued him but to no purpose 
and he escaped. 


The child's clothing was torn into 


shreds and she was totally exhausted 
from her struggle and her sister was 
nearly as much so. 


They were taken home and Dr. Thomas 


Riley was called. He stated that Florence 
had not been injured seriously. 


A Case in Cheshire. 


Mrs. Lewis Johnson of Cheshire was 


the victim of a brutal assault in that 
town Sunday. She had been away from 
her home and was returning at about 
four o'clock in the afternoon. 
When 


she reached a lonely piece of road near 
her home she was seized by a rough look- 
ing young man who had preceded her on 
the road, aud who attempted to drag her 
into the bushes. Mrs. Johnson screamed 
and fought desperately and her assailant 
was finally frightened away by the ap- 
proach of two men. The ground was torn 
up in a way which showed that there had 
been a desperate struggle. Mrs. Johnson 
did not know her assailant, who disap- 
peared suddenly when the other men 
came 
along. She was covered with 


bruises and was well nigh exhausted when 
help arrived. She was assisted to her 
home and is still confined to her bed. 


This morning Mart Doyle, a tough look- 


ing young man who has been working 
for a Cheshire farmer for a short time, 
drew his pay and left. 
This, with other 


circumstances, leads to the belief that he 
is the man who committed the assault, 
and the authorities are hunting for him. 


Doyle is about twenty years old and has 


the appearance of a tramp. Mrs. John- 
son is forty years old. The people of 
Cheshire are generally excited.

there were no delays in heats. 
The race 


of the day and one which had been looked 
forward to with much anticipation was 
marred by an accident which took three 
of the best riders out and which not only 
lessened the time but also the interest. 


The race was the one-mile official L. A. 


W., Berkshire County championship. The 
starters were Joseph Jarvie, F. G. Vad- 
nais and John Ruel of this city; P. D. 
Powers of Adams; E. P. Wood, Jr., and E. 
*'. Roscoeof Pittsfield; John L. Decker of 
Ashley Falls aud G. II. Knight of Housa- 
tonic. Powers took the lead aud set a. 
good pace until the last quarter when he 
was passed by Knight. On the last turn 
in the race at the upper end of the track 
the accident occurred and Wood, Powers 
and Decker were left behind. 
Oiie of 


the three attempted to force ahead and 
his wheel slipped in the sand causing the 
other two to fall. Decker's wheel was 
wrecked and Power's wheel had a pedal 
knocked off. The riders fortunately es- 
caped injury other than being bruised 
somewhat. 
Knight came in first and 


won easily with Ruel, second and Jarvie, 
third. The time was 2.37. 


An accident happened in the two-mile, 


handicap race but did not result seriously 
Ludwig of Chicopee and Fish of Keene, 
N. K., ran into the fence when they were 
within a short distance of the judge's 
stand on the third lap. Both riders struck 
the fence with force but were not injured 
enough to prevent their entering other 
races. 


The feat of the day was the exhibition 


mile made by F. Baron Stowe of Conway. 
He was aaced by a tandem and with a 
flying start made the mile in 2.06 3-5- 
breaking the track record of 2.15 made by 
him last year. The tandem was ridden by 
J. J. Casey of Worcester and Fred Hoyt 
of Springfield. 
Stowe crowded the pair 


over the entire course until within fifty 
yards of the finish when he attempted to 
pass them. The riders crossed the tape 
together and Stowe was cheered loudly 
for bis trial. He was awarded a diamond 
valued at $25 for making the time. 


Arthur Bouvier of Manchester, N. H., 


gave an exhibition of fancy and trick 
riding and succeeded very 
creditably. 


The lad Is but twelve years old still he 
has gained the title of "the 
boy wonder 


of the granite state" by his work. 
The 


tandem race was > very interesting and 
while good time was made, a better re- 
cord would undoubtedly have been made 
had not one pair of riders been obliged 
to drop out in the first quarter because of 
a loose handlebar. The finish was excit- 
ing and the race was won by less than a 
wheel's length.

The 
Woman Who Offered 
to 


Send Shells From Florida 


Last Winter- 


SHE TELLS ABOUT HER TROUBLES. 


Her Explanation of How She Came to ba 


Regarded as a Fraud. Says Slid In- 


tended no Wrong. Will Send 


Shells Now, 


Last \vlnter the TRANSCRIPT published 


a short communication from Mrs, F. A. 
Warner of Jacksonville, Fla., in which 
she offered to send sea shells, coral, etc., 
free of cost to any person who would 
send stamps to pay postage, As a result 
several persons in this city sent orders ac- 
companied by stamps, It was not Ions 
before there were rumors that something 
was wrong. Some received their shells 
and some did cot, and a report) came 
later that the government had pro- 
nounced the woman a fraud and refused 
to allow her to transact business through 
the mails, 


Mrs. Warner now writes a long letter to 


the TRANSCRIPT, from which it appears 
that the circumstances caused trouble in 
many places. According to her statements, 
she has been greatly distressed by the 
position in which she found herself, and 
is very anxious to set herself right in the 
estimation of those who feel that they 
have been wronged by her. For this rea- 
son, 
and because a considerable number 


of persons in this city and vicinity will be 
interested, a portion of her letter is here* 
with given. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 16,1896. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—My 
object in 


writing this letter is to con-eat a probably 
wrong opinion you may have of me. Last 
winter when I sent you that item for print, 
offering to send sea shells, coral, etc., free 
to any one who sent a stamp or two for 
postage, I wrote it in good faith, but it 
proved very disastrous to me. 


I never before offered shells free, and I 


received very many more calls for them 
than I had any reason to anticipate. The 
requests came by the hundreds, in conse- 
quence I got a week or ten days behind in 
mailing. Some of the applicants who did 
not receive their shells as promptly as 
they would merchandise, at once wrote 
letters of complaint to our postmaster, to 
the office at Washington, also to the edi- 
tor of their paper where they saw the 
offer, stating circumstances; how they had 
been swindled, etc. A per cent of these 
editors naturally feeling nettled over the 
thought that a fraudulent affair had found 
place in their papers, simultaneously 
wrote to the department at Washington 
to have the matter investigated. Accord- 
ingly the department sent orders here to 
have my letters stopped for investigation, 
to stamp each letter fraudulent, and to 
return to the writers. I was Interviewed 
by the inspector, to whom I gave all the 
particulars of my work, how I got behind 
in mailing, and what my object was in 
giving away the shells, i. e., to-get ad- 
dresses to whom I could send my circulars 
of other curiosities that I bad to sell. 
Then the press took the matter up, and 
had they only told the truth, that would 
have been different, but, like Topsy, "it 
growed," only ranch faster, until, to be- 
lieve what one read, I was a female fraud, 
a cunning woman, a sly stamp collector 
who received thousands of letters daily, 
that I did not send the shells I offered, 
etc. In short, enough was said on this 
line to blast the reputation of a woman 
whether she deserved it or not. Imagine 
if you can, if this was not hard to bear. 


After waiting long, weary weeks, the 


department revoked its previous decis- 
ion and sent orders here to again give me 
my letters; that the only objectionable 
feature of my work was my method of ad- 
vertising, which was considered fraudu- 
lent. But the mischief was done; what 
people said the press enlarged upon, and 
the people believed it. All I can say is, I 
certainly intended no wrong. I wrote the 
offers sitting by the bedside of my delir- 
ious, crippled child, who only a short time 
before was run over by a heavy freight 
team and terribly crushed and mangled. 
Seven months ago he was hart and is still 
under the doctor's care. Ten weeks pre- 
vious to this trouble we buried our grown 
daughter, and at the same time another 
child lay for weeks at death's door. But 
all this is a side issue. I only mention it, 
and ask, could I, with my heart and hands 
full to breaking, could I plan to do wrong? 


I write this explanatory letter to you, 


as a matter of duty, of right, of justice to 
you, 
to your readers, to myself, and those 


who sent to me for shell! and only re- 
ceived their letter back stamped fraudu- 
lent, having no way of learning the truth 
except by this. If they wish again to 
send postage for the shells and corals, I 
certainly will send them.

As the TRANSCRIPT said at the time of 


the trouble, it has no personal knowledge 
of Mrs. Warner or her methods of doing 
business; but in view of what has tran- 
spired it seems no more than" fair and 
right to allow her to speak for herself. 


INTERESTING ADDRESS. 


Delivered by a Native of Persia at the 


Baptist Church. 


At the Baptis1. church Sunday evening 


Rev. Mr. Penney postponed the delivery 
of bis sermon on "An Awakened Church" 
and gave the time to Yonan H. Shahbaz, 
a young Persian who is studying in Col- 
gate Divinity school at Hamilton, N. Y. 
and preparing to do mission work in his 
native land after his graduation next 
year. 


Mr, Shahbaz gave a very interesting 


talk about his own country and this, and 
the religions and customs of the two 
countries. Persia, he said, • is the 
oldest 


country in the world, and has 
been 


reigned over by 254 kings. It was one of 
the Bible lands in olden times, and he was 
sorry it was not so now. 
There are in 


Persia ten millions of people, and of the 
whole number there are not over 3000 
Chsistians. The Mohammedan religion is 
the religion of Persia, and the speaker 
told of the dislike the Mohammedans 
have for Christians, whom they regard as 
unclean. They will not eat or drink with 
Christians or use » dish that has been 
used by a Christian, and will not even al- 
low their garments to touch those of a 
Chrisiian. In case, this happens by acci- 
dent the piece of the garment touched is 


cutout, and if a dish or drinking cup is 
known to have been used by a Christian 
it Is smashed immediately. 


But, said the speaker, there is one 


tiling in which the Mohammedans are 
far ahead of us, and that is. temperance. 
You all know the prevalence of saloons 
in this country, but there are none in 
Persia, and I never saw a Mohammedan 
drunk. When a man is caught drunk in 
Persia his ears are cut off. 


Mr. Shahbaz told about many things in 


Persia which were very interesting to his 
hearers. The girls are never taught to 
read, women being considered inferior 
creatures and compelled to do nearly all 
of the hard and menial work. Polygamy 
is practiced and men put away their 
wives whenever it suits their good pleas- 
use. 


After comparing the conditions of lifs 


in Persia, the oldest country, and Amer- 
ica, the youngest, Mr. Shahbaz said the 
difference could be acoounted for only ia 
one way. It is the difference between the 
religion of Mohammed and the religion 
of Christ. Mr. Shahbaz is enthusiastic 
over the liberty of this country and the 
conditions of life, which are so far supe- 
rior to those of his own, and hopes to be 
able after his graduation to do something 
toward spreading the light of the true 
gospel among his people. He is a pleas, 
ant and entertaining speaker and was 
heard with much interest. He closed by 
singing in his native tongue 


Tell me the old, old story of Jesus and his lava.

a piano, and that was the end of it. Tlie 
case was of rosewood or mahogany. It 
had serpentine molding around it, or else 
it didn't It had carved logs or angular 
ones. You could pay your money and 
take your choice. But tho timo carne 
when people bad more money and moro 
choice too. They had white and gold 
musio rooms, ia which the old rosewood 
standby seemed so out of harmony that 
even its music wasn't appreciated. Then 
they began gilding the cases and mak- 
ing them of curly maple and other light 
woods. Finally a piano began to bo re- 
garded not only as a musical instru- 
ment, but as a piece of furniture, to be 
as carefully fitted into its surroundings 
as a chair or a table or hangings. 


But this wasn't all. There were pos- 


sibilities in a piano which chairs and 
tables did not possess—possibilities of 
decoration, the most artistic and costly. 


HOW TO GO TO SLEEP. 


HIGHLY CARVED MASO CASE. 


In Europe great artists did not scorn to 
devoto their talents to the decoration of 
a piano case any more than they would 
have refused to fresco the walls of a 
music room. A few of America's money 
kings went to Europe for their piano 
cases, had them brought to New York 
and then put American mechanism, the 
piano proper, inside of them. The im- 
ported exterior was better than anything 
that could bo had on this side of the 
water, just as the American interior 
was unequaled in Europe. 


Although there are not many people 


who are willing to spend even so much 
as $25,000 on a piano, there has, never- 
theless, been a wonderful change in the 
way Americans buy pianos. - Special 
cases—that is, cases desiguwjl to order 
and with reference to tiro room in 
which a piano is to stand—are the rnlo 
now and not the exception among peo- 
ple of wealth. There is scarcely a house 
belonging to New York's Four Hundred 
which does not contain a piano in a spe- 
cially designed case. So great has be- 
come the demand for these elaborate anci 
artistic oa«rs that the best Kew York 
manufacturers employ designers trained 
in Europe in order to do the work here 
which formerly had to bo sent abroad. 


Quite naturally the rage for empire 


furnishings brought about an epidemic 
of pianos in that style, bat they arc- 
varied by Chippendales and colonials 
and white enameled ones. Tho ware- 
rooms contain many pianos which, al- 
though not designed to order, arc yet 
destined to fit into particular surround- 
ings. 


Musicians, it appears, do not spend 


their money OH elaborate cases, They 
select a good toned instrument, and the 
plain rosewood or mohagauy case i<? 
good enough for them. The curly, maple 
has quite lost its popularity, by the 
way. 
If one wants a light wood, he can 


be accommodated in a white mahogany. 
Thoro is nothing, however, for the aver- 
age buyer to compare with the old f ash-

ioned woods, while for the exceptional 
buyer there are special designers ready 
to nifike him a ease which no one 
can duplicate. The foregoing is from 
the Xew York Sun, which recently il- 
lustrated a highly carved piano card 
and examples of expensive piano stools.

We Needn't Think Connectedly. 


For occasional victims of sleepless- 


ness in ordinary physical health here is 
a simple remedy that will bo found effi- 
cacious in probably five cases out of six. 
Do not attempt to stop the action of the 
mind by one supreme effort of the will. 
Do not try to go to sleep or oven think 
about sleep. But stop making sentences. 
A writer in Popular Science News gives 
reasons for this advice as follows: As. 
every one knows, we think and remem- 
ber ill sentences. \Yo must think. So, 
instead of trying not to think, try tho 
possible and break up your thoughts, so 
to speak, into words. 


Take for example the first word that 


comes into your mind. Wo will suppose 
it to be the word house. Presently an- 
other -word follows, but if this word 
bears any grammatical or associative 
relation to the word house, let it pass 
out of your mind without notice and 
take ono of a different class—such a 
word, for example, as enthusiasm. 


Now you have house, enthusiasm, 


and you may add—not exerting the 
will, remember, but waiting passively 
for the words to present themselves— 
until your series swells out like this: 
House, enthusiasm, Great Britain, walk, 
20, tangible, beyond, superior, Washing- 
ton, etc. Of conrso you are to avoid a 
succession of names and numbers and 
all classifications of words. 


As the disconnected ideas fiow on in 


your mind you will gradually find your- 
self taking a mild interest in the dis- 
jointed procession. You lose your agi- 
tating self consciousness and fall into a 
passive state. In other words, you have 
reduced the process of thinking to a 
minimum. You wait with a slender 
thread of interest for the coming words, 
knowing that it will make ITS difference 
what they are. Perhaps you may feel 
like one sitting on the bank of a river 
listlessly watching the objects that float 
on its surface. Now it will be a leaf, 
now a block of wood. But jiour leaves 
and your blocks of wood all nave words 
written on them, and one after another 
they appeal to your notice and then 
float away down the stream. 


By degrees the intervals between the 


passing word-s lengthen, syllables be- 
come mixed, there is dreamy confusion, 
with perhaps an incoherent fancy, and 
then sleep.

Tlio Nolso Dejrins. 


The era of brass bands and marching 


clubs has set in to-day. Mcrcbers of 
toe natio lal committee are pluming 
themselves upon their success in dis- 
posing of the immense mass of -work 
thrust u| on them, without, holding a 
Sunday tission. against which the con- 
scientious scruples of several of tlio 
members strongly rebelled. True, it 
was nearly 
r> o'clock Sunday morning 


before tbc last contest was disposed of, 
and the t red and worn out committee- 
men crav\ led away to their neglected 
beds. Bi t inasmuch as the session be- 
gan at 10 a. m. Saturday and was con- 
tinued without adjournment, and with 
only brie ' recesses, until all the cases 
had been disposed of, (he extra hours 
after midnight are regarded as merely 
an exten-ion of Saturday's legislative 
diiy and not as a violation of the 
S;ii>bath. 


Work of thu National Committee. 


The committee disposed iu all oJ 


1CS cases, only referring to the con- 
vention for settlement the delegates- 
at-large from Mississippi, Belaware 
and Texas and tlio delegates from 
two of the New York districts and oae 
California district. The number of 
cases was so great that, as one of the 
comrnitU emen 
frankly admitted, it 


was a ph ,'sical impossibility to give all 
of them a careful judicial considera- 
tion, and many of them were decided 
almost at hap-hazard. A very large 
proportion of the cases will be fought 
over agnin before the committee on 
credentials when the convention or- 
ganizes and may delay the nomination 
until late in the week. 


Morton Men Not Pleased. 


None of the several hundred Platt- 


Morton men went to bed until the 
national committee disposed of the last 
of the New York contests. 
Mr. Platt 


was the one exception. He retired to 
his room for the night at 11 o'clock. 
His 
friends, however, displayed a 


feverish interest in the outcome, and 
were unwilling to leave the neighbor- 
hood of the national committee's head- 
quarters until a final settlement was 
reached. Mr. Platt was early astir, 
and at 8 o'clock his friends began mak- 
ing their way to his rooms. Mr. Platt 
declined to express an opinion with 
reference to the national committee's 
action, borne of the other New York 
gentlemen, however, were not so 
reticent 
Occupying as they do, inti- 


mate, pi rsocal and political relations 
with Mr. Platt they may be fairly sup- 
posed to represent his views and what 
they bay, therefore, has all- the force 


of an CVtheode statement. It cannot 
he said that they are "pleased" with 
the result 
They had hoped that Mor- 


ton men only woul 1 be seated* To this 
extent they are disappointed. 


No Mere Talk ef •l>oH, 


On the other liand, they were led to 


boltovo that the anti-Platt men would 
bo favored without exception. That 
they am not so favored is naturally a 
source of gratification to them, and to 
this extent they ara satisfied. As one 
el the camber expressed it to a United 


Press representative, "We shall ao- 
qulusce in the committee's conclusion, 
for we have won a practical victory, 
but we would have preferred to have 
all our men seated." It may be said 
in this connection that all talk of a 
bolt of the New York men from the 
convention is at an end. Mr. Platt 
will not press the matter any further 
if the convention shall approve the 
national committee's action. It really 
represents a loss to Gov. Morton of 
only three and it-half votes out of a 
possible twelve. This means that Mr. 
Platt and his friends will remain in 
the convention and participate in its 
deliberations. 


rlutt Feeli Slighted. 


There is openly expressed dissatis- 


faction among the I'latt men this 
morning that Uov. Morton should have 
chosen Chauncoy M. Depew as the me- 
dium through whom to announce his 
determination not to accept the nomi- 
nation for the vice-presidency. Mr. 
Platt was so mnch surprised when Mr. 
Depew showed him Gov. Morton's tele- 
gram that he instrvieted 
Chairman 


Hackctt to wiro the governor imme- 
diately about it. Mr. Hackett did so. 
The Platt men cannot understand 
why Gov. Morton, if ho desired that 
his wishes in regard to the vice-presi- 
dency should be made known, did not 
acquaint the people who are managing 
his campaign 
v> ith that fact. They 


are irritated, and make no secret of 
their displeasure at the governor's 
lack of tact, as they term it. 


Hobart Lends for Vice-President. 


The Platt men deny that any con- 


certed action will be taken by them 
looking to the nomination of lienjamin 
r. Tracy of Brooklyn for the vice- 
presidency. 
It would appear from the 


frank expressions which fell from the 
lips of a number of these men that 
Gen. Tracy is not popular with them. 
They say, however, that should the 
convention develop a strong sentiment 
lor Gen. Tracy they would not oppose 
it. 
They are disposed to believe, how- 


ever, from reports which reach them 
through the Ohio men, that Mr. Hobart 
of New Jersey will be the candidate of 
the McKinley men, in which event his 
success is practically assured. 
The 


friends of the other candidates will not 
concede this, but they insist that many 
of McKinU-y's staunchest supporters 
arc equally friendly 
t>j Dingley of 


Maine. Evans of Tennessee and other 
gentlemen whose names have been sug- 
gested for second place. Ex-judge J. 
Franklin Font2, one of the New Jersey 
delegates, who has been selected to 
present Hobart's name to the conven- 
tion, is enthusiastic over the bright 
outlook for New Jersey's favorite son.

Banna'• Financial tlanfe Will De- 
clare for the "Existing Standard." 


FREE SHYER IS TO BE COElKED 


PlBtt Declare* Hie Platform Hut Be •*»*« 


Bad Out for Gold—Silver Men Bajr 


Ther Cannot Be Tricked wl»H 


Mere Juggling with VVord«, 


St. Louis, June 15.—Mr. Plot* still 


Insists that the word "gold" must ap- 
pear in the financial plank of the plat- 
form. 
Nothing else he says will 


satisfy th» east. "Will the east not 
be satisfied with a declaration to main- 
tain the 'present standard' and against 
free coinage of silver at any ratio?" 
Mr. Platt was asked. "That is not 
strong enough," he responded. "We 
must have gold, gold, in the platform. 
There must bo no mistaking the party's 
position on the money question." Mr. 
I'latt has been in conference all morn- 
ing with representative men- -not Mo- 
Kinley men—however, he was careful 
to explain, with reference to the 
financial plank. Ho found a gratifying 
responsiveness to his insistence that 
the platform should declare for the 
single gold standard. They are here 
from the Dakotas, Indiana,, Illinois 
and other western states which are 
known to be saturated with silver 
sentiment. These conferences encour- 
aged him to believe that a majority of 
the convention will not only favor the 
gold standard but will urge a declara- 
tion for it. The seventy-six New York 
delegates will hold a meeting at their 
headquarters this afternoon to select 
the state members of the committees 
on resolutions and credentials and to 
consider other matters of detail. It is 
•understood that Edward Lauterbach 
will bo chosen to represent New York 
on the committee on resolutions and 
Frederick S. Gibbs on the national 
committee. 


lionna's Financial Flauk. 


Yesterday was not a day of rest for 


Mr. Hanna and his associates. More 
effective work in the matter of con- 
structing- a platform was accomplished 
than in any twenty-four hours up to 
date. Mr. Hanna, since coming to St. 
Louis, has received letters and tele- 
grams from all parts of the country 
from representative business men giv- 
ing him frequently in detail their ideas 
as to what the financial plank should 
be and how it should be expressed.

Senator Teller said this morn- 
ing: "I see by the morning papers 
that the intention is to omit the 
word gold from the platform and de- 
clare for the existing standard, there- 
by making the people believe that it 
was anything else than a declaration 
for the gold standard. It is a mere 
juggling of words, and the silver men 
will not be misled by this construction. 
Nothing will satisfy them but a clear 
cut declaration for the free coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 1C to 1."

In Da^er of Losing the Good Will 


of the Powers. 


MUST STOP THE ATROCITIES IN CRETE 


The G*rman Ambassador Presents a Note 


to the Sultan Pointing Out the Dan*

Bei'lin, Jcae 15.—Under an arrange- 


ment with the other ambassadors to 
the porte, Baron Saurma von Jeltsch, 
the Herman ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, has had on interview with the 
sultan and read to his majesty a note 
warning Turkey against the certainty 
of losing the good will of the powers 
by permitting the continuance of the 
atrocities in Crete. 
Subsequently the 


Austrian ambassador, Baron de Calise, 
obtained an interview with the sultan 
and emphasized the views which had 
been expressed by the German ambas- 
sador. The Berlin newspapers pub- 
lish a report that the powers have 
sent a collective note to the porte which 
probably has reference to the less for- 
mal communication read to the sultan 
by Baron Sauma von Jeltsch.

beparate interview with the sultan by 
Baron de Calise was due to the fact 
that he was obligud to make special 
representations bearing upon tl?e in- 
terests of Austria that are involved ia 
the Macedonian question, which is be- 
coming ocute. 
The Macedonian com- 


mittee, which is sitting- in Sofia, Bul- 
garia, has decided to make a demand 
for the autonomy of Macedonia and is 
practically conspiring to bring- about 
an insurrection. 
It is therefore be- 


lieved here that Austria has asked the 
sultan to consent to the occupation of 
Macedonia by Austrian troops in the 
event of an uprising there.

In connection with this belief it may 


be noted that M. de Kallay, Austrian 
minister of finance, in speaking upon 
the Austrian budget iu the reichsrath 
claimed that Austria-Hungary had be- 
come a Balkan power since the empire 
had acquired Eoumania and therefore 
had a right to interfere in the Balkan 
peninsula. M. de Kallay in the course 
of his remarks hinted at, without 
openly mentioning them, plans which 
had been discussed at St. Petersburg1 
for a confederation of the Balkan 
states under Russia's protectorate and 
said that in connection therewith the 
prince of Montenegro and the king of 
Servia were expected to hold a confer- 
ence with Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia at Sofia at the end of the present 
month. Tho physical ailments of tha 
sultan are among the factors which 
are causing the present diplomatic 
ferment, and the representations of 
the German ambassador to Turkey are» 
aimed at immediate practical action in 
Crete, assisting the kaiser's policy of 
keeping the peace of Europe. Simul* 
taneously with this move on the part 
of Germany, RUSM.I has urged the Bul- 
garian government to put a ^top at any 
cost to the armed bands raised by the 
Macedonian committee crossing the 
frontier.
